W. L. Conley and C. L. McAdams, beth 
of Independence, Kan., were among the 
passengers uninjured. They were told fhat 
the nearby farmers had a telephone line, 
and they ran across fields a quarter of a 
mile to the nearest farm house. 

“The next house has a phone,’’the farmer 
called to them through the window. It 
was a quarter of a mile to the next house, 
but they ran at full speed, and within a 
few minutes they had given the alarm in 
Warrensburg and had men hurrying the 
doctors of the city out to the wreck. 


Dead Laid Out 
in Long Rows. 


The relief work at the train had pro- 
gressed so far by the time the doctors ar- 
rived that the dead had been laid out in a 
row beside the track and the seriously 
wounded were being cared for on the grass 
in such ways as the uninjured conld in- 
vent. Blankets and bedding were dragged 
out of the Pullman and the caboose and 
spread on the grass, and in these impro- 
vised beds several of the wounded died 
within a few minutes after they were tak- 
en out.

Valiant work was done by some of the 
men. M,. 8. Dwyer of Independencs, Kan., 
particularly distinguished himself with his 
strength and heroism, going into the steam 
to get out some of the persons scalding 
there. 

Awful incidents were numerous. 

“i've lost four in my family,”’ 
man. 

A woman reported the samé number lost 
out of her familv. One man had both legs 
cut off above the knees, 

A father was sitting on one seat and 
his wife and twelve-year-old son in the 
one just ahead of him. Wife and son were 
both killed and the father was § un- 
touched. In another case six were killed 
out of a single party all being relatives. 

Desperate efforts were made to extricate 
some of those pinned down. Some of the 
men worked until they were too weak 
to stand, and even then it was impossible 
to get out the bodies of some of the dead 
who could be seen, but could not be taken 
from under the mass of wreckage upon 
them. 

The efforts made by some of the surviv- 
ors to revive dead loved ones and to save 
others that were plainly dying were har- 
rowing. Men and women prayed out there 
in the breaking light as men and women 
have seldom prayed. 

The Warrensburg doctors began to send 
the wounded into the city as fast as they 
were cared for, and the people of Warrens- 
burg threw homes and public butidings 
open to the reception of the dead and the 
wounded as fast as they were brought in.

“I know it was against the law,” 
says, quietly and firmly, ‘“‘but it 
right and I had to do it,”’ 

She shot Leonard in obedience to the 
“unwritten law,’ of which she had never 
heard. She did not know that there was 
a public sentiment in some places, #0 
strong as to have the effect of law, which 
would justify such act as hers, but that 
conviction was so clear in her own mind 
that she did not require the sanction of 
sentiment. 

The girl is the marvel of the Four 
Courts officials. They say she is the cool- 
est taker of human life they ever saw. 
She is cool because she does not think 
that she has done anything to be agitated 
about. 

She is not like any other young woman 
who has ever been locked up at the hold- 
over charged with murder.

We could hear a 
terrific crashing of wood and snapping of 
iron ahead, and this had not fully ceased 
when the cries of the passengers up there 
arose. We leaped out of our berth with- 
«fut stopping to get our clothes. Other 
passengers were leaping into the aisles. 
None of them stopped for clothes. All of 
them said they knew it was a wreck be- 
fore they were fairly awake. 

“We ran outside, and the scenes there 
were so terrible that we helped the ladies 
back into the Pullman, assuring them it 
was safe in there. Some of us did not even 
stop to dress more than half way before 
we got out again to help thei njured. 


“Want of help doubtless cost a number 
of the injured their lives. So many of 
the men had been killed or so seriously 
hurt that they could not work that there 
was only a handful of workers to go at 
the big task of getting people out. Seme 
of the injured died while we were work- 
ing about them. Others had such weights 
upon them that they died breath by 
breath. 


“The few workmen available worked 
desperately to save them, but the force 
was small and the task big, and many died 
who might have been saved had they been 
taken out sooner.” 


CITY OF HOTELS 
SHES. THRILLING 
AE AT OAWN 


Ten Barely Escape Death in Burning 
of “German Village,”’ and World’s 
Fair Guests Are Driven From Beds 
in Adjoining Hostelries. 


| 


The German Village, a large two-story 
frame saloon and dance hall at Clayton 
and Skinker roads, near the southwest 
gate of the World's Fair, was totally de- 
stroyed by fire early Monday morning. 
Ten persons sleeping in the building were 
rescued. 

As dawn was breaking in the east the 
flames from the building lighted the West 
End, and thousands of World's Fair vis- 
itors from the nearby hotels, who at first 
thought the World's Fair afire, gathered 
as spectators. 

The burned pbuilding was in the center 
of a’ city of hotels. Large hotels in the 
vicinity are the Forest Park University, 
the Christian Endeavor, the Inside Inn, 
the Forest Park and the Fraternal, ac- 
commodating fully 10,000 guests, and nu- 
merous smaller places. 

Fire Chief Swingle- estimates the loss 
at $10,000. 

Ten occupants of the building, six of 
whom were women, barely escaped from 
the second story, where they were asleep 
when the fire started, 

The roof of Forest Park Hotel, about 600 
feet west caugh fire from the the flying 
sparks, and the 350 guests were awakened 
and hunrried from the building. 

The Livestock Forum in the World's Fair, 
a short distance north was saved cunly 
by hard work. Sparks and blazing 
timbers were carried over the Expo- 
sition fence into the stalls of the cattle 
on exhibition, and only by the most careful 
watching was a serious fire prevented. 
The fire was discovered by Watchman 
Sol Wright, who gave the alarm The 
employes of the place were sleeping on the 
second floor. Wright first awakened them 
by firing his revolver. 

Then he ran upstairs. 

By kicking open the doors of their rooms 
he awakened the sleepers. 

The women ran from their rooms, and 
the watchman attempted to guide them 
through the dense smoke to the stairway. 


Stairway Is 
Cut Off by Flames. 


He found the flames had eaten through 
the second floor and their escape in that 
direction was cut off. 

He finally forced open a window facing 
the roof of the dance hall in the rear of 
the building. He then assisted the women 
out to the roof, from where they climbed 
to the ground. 


One of the women, Emma Miller, was 
carried out urmconefious by George H. 
Timmons. 

H. L. Stupp and Fred Scrumm, employes 
who had been sleeping in the bufiding, 
helped carry the fainting women out over 
the roof. 

The other men who had been asleep in 
the building escaped unassisted. 

Of the 10 occupants of the house, al] 
left in their night clothes, leaving money 
and wearing apparel and possessions of 
every kind behind. 

They were provided with clothing by 
guests of the Forest Park and Fraterna!] 
Hotels. 

The building was destroyed within half 
an hour after the fire broke out. 


The fire is supposed to have had its 
origin in the kitchen. A large range had 
been used Sunday night and it is supposed 
that coals dropping to the floor and burn- 
ing tprough started the biaze. 

From the kitchen the flames quick- 
ly spread throughout the entire structure. 
When the firemen arrived their efforts were 
directed to saving adjoining buildings. 

When a emall blaze was discovered on 
the roof of the Forest Park Hote! the 
80 guests were awakened. They were {r,. 
formed of the fire and hurried from the 
building quietly, Most of them maine; 
up until the fire in the village buined it- 
self out.

PERSONS HURT 


Electric Car Containing Merrymakers 
From La Salle’s Street Fair 
Wrecked Near Spring Valley and 
Every One of Them Injured. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRING VALLEY, Ill, Oct. 10.—Nearly 
50 passengers on an electric car of the 
Illinois Valley Railroad Co. were more or 
less seriously injured at an early hour yes- 
terday morning shortly after midnight 
while returning from a street fair in La 
Balle, Ill. 

The car was !oaded with people, in 
charge of James Ball, the motorman, and 
Robert Houk, conductor, and was running 
at a high rate of speed to make up lost 
time. Nearing Webster Park on the easf- 
ern limits of Spring Valley there is a sharp. 
curve and the car plunged into this turn at 
a rate of 4 miles and hour, shot over an 
embankment and crashed against the bot- 
tom with terrific force. 

Then amid the cries and groans of wound- 
ed the work of rescue began. Those in- 
jured or slightly hurt startéd to help out 
those unable to extricate themselves. The 
car was broken, mashed and twisted and 
the broken glass showered down upon the 
passengers. Men, women and children were 
pulled through windows and openings in the 
car, cut and bleeding from the glass, or 
badly bruisd. 

Conductor Houk had to be chopped free 
from the wreck under which he was pinned 
down. He had a leg and arm broken and 
a piece of glass about eight inches long 
driven into his body, penetrating the lungs, 
and is dying. 

Motorman Ball, whose carelessness caused 
the wreck, was severely injured about the 
breast and had several ribs broken.

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AT WORLD'S FAI 


Gatekeeper in Fight With Artillery-' 
men and Marines at Lindell 
Entrance. . 


Twenty United States marines and ar- 
tillerymen fought two Jefferson Guards 
and a gatekeeper for 16 minutes at the 
Lindell entrance to the World's Fair, from 
12:40 to 12:50 this morning, and sent one 
guard and the gatekeeper to the hospital. 

A detail of policemen arrived in time to 
help the other guard arrest six of the 
artillerymen and lock them up inthe 
World's Fair police gtation. 

Then the same policemen and two Jef- 
ferson Guards, under command of a po- 
lice sergeant, went to the soldiers’ camp 
to make more arrests. They were told by 
a “‘caller’’ at the camp that Capt. Archi- 
bald Campbell, who has command of the 
camp, was not there, and there was no 
, one else in authority. They were warned 
that the soldiers had been drinking and 
an attempt to make arrests would probably 
result in trouble. The police retreated with 
dignity and reported to Capt. Young. 

Trouble at the gate began when the ma- 


rines and artillerymen, who had been out 
on leave and had imbibed freely, marched 
to the Lindell entrance turnstiles at 12:4. 
Adna R. McKern was the gatekeeper in 


charge. Sergt. C. J. Best and Private 
Carl Beer of the Jefferson wuards were 
nearby. 


When 10 of the soldiers had passed in- 
side the grounds one of them turned and 
threw a rock at McKern. The rock hit 
him in the side, and he and Beer started 
after the rock thrower. 

The soldiers closed in on the gatekeeper 
and the guard, and when Best Garsted u 
they closed on him also. Beer was knock 
down by Joseph Barth, a marine, and 
was badly beaten with a rock which Barth 
used as a hammer, it is said. 

One of the artillerymen to shoot. 
His first bullet struck McKern in the right 
thigh and sent him to the ground. is 
next two shots were fired point-blank at 
Best, but went wide. He fired two other 
shots as he turned and ran. His cap fell 
off and is the only clew the police have 
to his identity. 

Policemen from the Wabash station and 
other points hurried to the scene at the 
sound of the shooting, and arrived in time 
to arrest Samuel terrett, Atibrey. L. 
Barnes, Edward McMorris, Samuel C. Mil- 
ner, Edward B. Graham and Barth. 
McKern's wound in the thigh is report- 
ed as serious. He first was taken to the 
Emergency Hospital, and later was trans- 
ferred to Mayfield’s Sanitarium. Beer re- 
ceived numerous scalp wounds and cuts 
about the face.

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Justice Stiness, Leader of Fight for 
Anti-Divorce Laws Before Episcopal 
Convention, Addresses Mass Meet- 
ing on Civil View of Question. 


FREEDOM OF THE ABSOLUTE 
DECREE IS GREAT DANGER 


Says Almost Without Exception, Ap- 
plicants Want to Be Free to Marry 
—Those Leading Fight in Church 
Meeting Confident of Victory. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Mass., Oct. 10.—A struggle to a 
finish over “divorce” Is being fought out 
this morning in the congress of the Epis- 
copal Church in session here. 

Ever since the first skirmish on Saturday, 
experts in canonical law have been pre- 
paring for the fight against the remarriage 
of divorced persons. The reformers feel 
confident that after the convention ad- 
journs, no divorced husband er wife can be 
married again in any Protestant Episcopal 
church in the United States. 

So greatly are the churchmen eroused 
that a mass meeting om the subject was 
heli yesterday in the Church of the Advent. 
The building was packed. Bishop Doane of 
Albany, presided. The other speakers were 
Bishop Greer of New York, Dean Webb of 
Wisconsin, and Chief Justice Stiness of 
Rhode Island. 

Bishop Doane declared that the divorce 
evil had assumed the proportions of a na- 
tional peril. The church argument in favor 
of divorce rested upon a single passage 
in the New Testament, which was a doubt- 
ful meaning if not a doubtful authenticity. 

Dean Webb declared that there were 600,- 
000 divorces granted in the United States 
last year, one divorce to every four mar- 
riages. In one county in a Western state 
there were 20 divorces to 43 marriages, 


Marriage Ceremony 
Strongest of Laws. 


Bishop Greer made an earnest plea for 
marriage as an indissoluble institution. 
There was no subject in the life of the 
American people of such a vital and radi- 
cal character. 

“T hold,” he said, “that the reading of 
our solemn and beautiful marriage cere 
mony commits us to a union that cannot be 
violated, that is more binding than any 
canonical enactment.”’ 

Chief Justice Stiness stirred the aunience 
deeply. He was one of the leaders in the 
battle against divorce in the convention and 
his speech plainly indicated the line of 
fighting for today. 

“There are two aspects of this matter,”’ 

he said, ‘“‘the religious and the civil as- 
pect; and I desire to call your attention to 
the civil aspect. I therefore speak to you 
not as a churchman, not as a Christian 
man, but simply as a citizen of this coun- 
try. 
“There is no reason why if a man misus- 
es his wife, she should not have seperation 
and seperate maintenence. It would be 
eruel not to grant ff, and there is no state 
in the union that does not allow that. 

“Rut that is not the trouble. That is 
not the question as to divorce that is 
troubling this country and putting dis- 


race upon her and _ pullin down her 
whole ee fabric by striking down the 


sanctity of the home. 
Applicants Want 

to Marry Again. 

“Not one case in twenty—I speak from 
my own experience—I think I shall be safe 
in saying that not one case in twenty is 
an application for separate maintenance, 
but in almost all cases the applicant is for 
divorce absolutely, in order that the party 
applying may merry again.’’ 

Justice Stiness then drew an effective 
picture of the degrading influence of di- 
yorce and remarriage on the children who 
were compelled to see their mothers or 


living with other men or women.

SEORECY-RULES. | 


IN ROOSEVELT 
“PUBLICITY” PLAN 


Twenty Months of Search for Facts, 
but Nothing Published and Appar- 
ently Nothing Is Done by Army of 
Investigators. 


CHAIRMAN CORTELYOU KNEW 
ALL THE STATE SECRETS 


And Now the Former Investigator of 
Trusts Is Receiving the Campaign 
Contributions of the Companies 
Whose Methods He Questioned. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcd. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Not ome fact 
about trusts, secured by the department 
‘of commerce—the sole object of which was 
to be publicity—has been made public in 
20 months. No witnesses have been subpe- 
naed nor any hearings held, although the 
law creating the department granted it 
power to subpena witnesses and compel 
their attendance and testimony. 

The enly information obtained has been 
classified and given to the President. Only 
three men know exactly what this infor- 
mation is. They are the President, George 
B. Cortelyou, chairman of the Republican 
national committee, and James R. Garfield, 
chief of the bureau of corporations, 

Secretary Metcalfe, the present head of 
the department of commerce, has not been 
in his office: long enough to find out any- 
thing. 

The department, while Cortelyou was 
head, conducted three major and eight mi- 
nor investigations. The first were into the 
shipbuilding trust, the great life insurance 
companies and the beef trust. Nothing 
came of them. The shipbullding and in- 
surance investigations were not completed 
when the beef trust was taken up This 
is still going on. 

The eight minor investigations reviewed 
the corperation laws in the states of New 
York, Illinois, Ohio, West Virginia, Massa- 
chusetts, Indiana, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut. 

Ten lawyers made these investigations. 
They were instructed not only to examine 
the laws, but to make a general] report on 
the corporations in~these states. These 
results were also tabulated by Commis- 
sioner Garfield, given to Secretary Cortel- 
you and by Secretary Cortelyou taken to 
the President. 

These investigations are still on. These 
men make daily reports to Commissioner 
Garfield. They have sent in thousands of 
pages since April 1 concerning not only the 
operations of the beef trust, which is com- 
posed of seven corporations and controls 
60 per cent of the meat business of the 
United States, but also of the railroads, 


the system of rebates that prevails, the 
Sretamet discriminations and @ beef boy- 
cotts. 

Still no publicity. Nothing is given out 
to the public. No person in the depart- 
ment knows what the gist of these reports 
ig except Commissioner Garfield. He makes 
an abstract for the President. 

His file clerk, his secretary and the law- 
yers and investigators under him dare not 
say a word about them. One investigator 
knows not what another does. Commis 
sioner Garfield refuses absolutely to tell 
a single fact. 

He points to the law which says the re- 
sults of investigations shall be commun!- 
cated to the President, and that the Pres- 
ident shall be the judge of what portion 
of the information secured shall be made 


public.

A BIG NAVY AND ITS USES. 

The naval program to which the country is committed by 
legislative authority will double the fighting strength of the 
American navy in four years. 

The United States now ranks fifth among naval powers, 
the order being Great Britain, France, Germany, Russia, United 
States, Japan, Italy. This, however, is paper strength and does 
not take into account the destruction of the Russian seapower 
in eastern waters, the possible impairment of Japanese strength 
by months of hard fighting and the very doubtful fighting 
qualities of the French and Italian navies. 

But there can be no doubt of the position of the United 
States in 1908. The rank and tonnage of the five foremost 
nations will be as follows:

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ENGLISH AND AMERICAN RAILWAYS. 
If an “Englishman” is to be believed whose letter appears 


in the Railway Age there has not been a serious railway 
disaster in England for thirty years. During the past ten 
years two accidents are reported, but in them only trainmen 
were injured. 

Compared with the bloody record of railway traffic in the 
United States this English experience is instructive. 

The plea urged by American railway companies is that, they 
caunot afford English perfection in preventive appliances. Capi- 
tal is absorbed by roads quickly constructed in a slovenly man- 
ner to meet the immediate demand of newly settled communf- 
ties, and the high standard of comfort demanded by the 
American traveler makes it necessary to put a disproportionate 
amount of capital in coaches and locomotive engines. 

There was some justice in this plea twenty-five years ago, 
but not today when-the main lines are all constructed. The 
contrast between English and American experience is so strik- 
ing that the legitimate inference is that American managers 
have grossly neglected the most elementary precautions to 
save life and limb. 

In England the Board of Trade—a government department— 
has power to prosecute and punish by imprisonment any person 
guilty of negligence in the operation of railways. And it is 
well understood that the chairman of the Board of Directors 
is answerable without favor for any faults which may be traced 
to the management. 

The problem is one of engineering and mechanics. England 
has solved it and American railroad men can obtain the 
same success if they will put their minds to it. Meanwhile 
the public authorities may quicken the improvement by a 
statutory enforcement of what law we have on the subject.

MISSOURI WILL STAND BY FOLK. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In my opinion, an editorial in a recent Globe-Demo- 
crat, under the heading, “Big Noise, Small Results,’’ could 
with much advantage to decent government be circulated 
among Republicans as a campaign document. 

If anything were needed to clinch the resolution of every 
Republican who cares anything for his city or state, to vote 
for Joseph W. Folk for Missouri's next governor, that mislead- 
ing and malicious sneer ought to supply the need.

When Mr. Cortelyou 
returns to the cabinet he will be in a position personally to grant favors to cor- 
porations that contributed to the campatgn fund, or to withhold them from cor- 
porations that did not contribute. As a former cabinet officer who will again be a 
cabinet officer, he is practically part of the government.

‘THE COST OF Foon. 
Vrom the New York World. 


It cost the people of the United States 
@nm an average, $34.71 per head for food in 
1907, when Republican rule began at Wash- 
fngton. This year it costs $52.58—an in- 
grease of over 61 per cent. 

In other words, it takes $1.51 to buy as 
much food now as a dollar would buy seven 
Vears ago. A man earning a dollar a day 
Was better off then, as far as that part of 
his living expenses went, than one earn- 
fing $1.60 a day is now. And according to 


‘Commissioner Wrigkt_of the department of 


labor food absorbs over 41 per cent of the 
total expenditures of the average family. 
The increase of $17.87 per head in the cost 
of this item represents an increase of 
$29.36 in the expenditure of the ordinary 
family of five. Adding $18.08 for the en- 
hanced cost of clothes, we find that a 
workman's wages have to stretch $107.44

WYNNE SUCCEEDS 
PAYNE IN CBI 


— 


First Assistant in Postoffice Depart- 
ment, Who Led Exposure of 
Frauds, Is Rewarded. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Robert J. 
Wynne, the man who was mainly responsi- 
ble for the uncovering of frauds in the 
postoffice department, was appointed post- 
master-general by President Roosevelt to- 
day. He had been acting postmaster-gen- 
eral since the death of Henry T. Payne, 
who was buried yesterday. 

Wynne made his first reputation as a 
telegraph operator. As a special operator 
in the office of Gen. Boynton, who was 
then one of the leading Washington cor- 
respondents, he attracted the attention of 
his superior, who took him on his staff and 
made a newspaper man of him. 

As a correspondent, he became a tariff 
expert and his work during the time the 
tariff bills were before Congress attracted 
s0 much attention that he rose rapidly in 
favor of the controlling element of the Re- 


publicans. He was known as a fighter. 

His reward came with an appointment 
from President Roosevelt as first assis- 
tant to the postmaster-general. 

When he was appointed George W. Bea- 
vers and A. W. Machen, then in the height 
of their power and well intrenched in con- 
gressional favor, remarked: 

“Wynne, eh? Well, we'll have to do him 
the way we did Johnson.” 

Johnson, Wynne’s predecessor, had dis- 
covered the methods of Machen and Bea- 
vers, but did nothing. He was smothered 
by their influence. 

With Wynne, it was different. He knew 
his men and waited. In q@ month the bat- 
tie was on and the result was that Beaver 
resigned and Machen was indicted. 

Wynne’s path to glory along this line 
waa anything but an easy one. When the 
results of much of his work became pub- 
lic, the then postmaster-general, Payne, 
gave out an interview branding it as 


“hot air.”

She Looks on Helpless as Street Car 
Passes Over Four- Year-Old 
Daughter. 


Little Josephine Ruthmeyer, the 4-year- 
old daughter of Mrs. Emma Ruthmeyer, a 
widow, living at 310 Barry street, was in- 
stantly killed by a northbound Seventh 
street car at 7:30 o'clock Monday morning. 

The mother looked on helpless and frant'- 
ag she saw her child ground to death un- 
derneath the car wheels. She was on her 
way to a nursery at 1202 South Seventh 
street where she was to leave the girl 
to be cared for during the day while she 
was at work. 

Stopping at the corner of Hickory street 
the mother released her hold for an in- 
stant on the child’s hand, while ghe ccn- 
versed with a neighbor. 

In another second she looked around and 
screamed hysterically as she saw her child 
disappear under the car. 

The little one ran in front of the fast- 
moving car and was knocked down and 
killed before the car could be stopped. 

Mrs. Ruthmeyer, the child's mother, be- 
came hysterical. She screamed and sobbed 
distractedly as the motorman and con- 
ductor worked to get the body from under 
the car. When the ambulance arrived and 
the form of her child was taken from un- 
der the wheels, Mrs. Ruthmeyer fainted 
and was carried into the nursery, where 
she was to have left her baby. 

She was revived, but was hysterical. ‘“M 
God, my child!"" she gobbed. “Why di 
I ever let loose of her hand. Tt’ s my fault, 
{is all my fault. My poor child,”
